The Congressional Library has 
its facts as right as rain. In my 
home tpwn of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
the prejudice was not against Ger- 
mans, however, but against the 
Slavs—Poles, Latts, etc.. On one 
blodk of a mining suburb when I 
was a boy 27 languages were spo- 
ken; and the Anglo-Saxon settlers 
had their secret thoughts.

By STERLING F. GREEN 
Washington, Jan. 10 —W—, The 
total tax load on business and pub- 
lic will be boosted nearly $6,000,- 
000,000 a year, possibly 
starting 


July 1, if congress enacts 
Presi- 


dent Truman's whole program. 


Nearly $2,000,000,000 in 
payroll 
taxes would be added by the social 
security expansion asked in today's 
budget message. 


This would be in addition to the 


$4,000,000,000 boost in corporation, 
excise a' d income taxes proposed 
in last Wednesday's state 
of the 
union message. 


Mr. Truman asked congress to 


lift the social security tax from 1 
to 1 1-2 per cent on employers and 
employes alike on July 1, the start 
of fiscal 1950—six months ahead of 
the date set by the last congress.

Aid to Chinese Nationalists 
Could Be Cheap in Long Run

It is not easy to put a finger on 


day, date and decision and say, 
"Here was the crucial error in 
America's policy toward China." 
Perhaps it is not even possible. 
But, as the Nationalists slip rapidly 
toward total collapse, it is clear 
that some crucial error or errors 


"~ were made. For we, as well as 


China, are suffering a major loss 
to world communism in the East. 


One evident American 
mistake 
* was the early postwar effort to 


persuade Chiang Kai-shek to admit 
Pommunists to a coalition govern- 
ment. It was not a fatal mistake, 
however, because the effort was 
abandoned. A more serious error 
was Chiang's long and stubborn 
refusal to give non-Communist lib- 
erals any voice in the government, 
in spite of repeated promises and 
starts. 


And that was only one of many 
errors. For a major factor in the 
Nationalists' present plight 
was 


•'fc China's policy toward America. 


Chiang was in a position to demand 
American aid and give nothing in 
return, for he was fighting to keep 
Asia free 
of Communist domina- 
tion. What he would not or could 
not see was that Washington's fre- 
quent requests for a more repre- 
sentative, democratic, honest, effi- 
cient government in China were 
made for his sake as much as for 
America's. 


So, on top of hundreds of millions 


given* China during the war—much 


. 
of it squandered and wasted—we 


'.'V have given Chiang more than $2,- 


000,000,000 worth of military sup- 
. plies and equipment since V-J Day. 


Chiang took this war surplus, 


and the Comumnists took a com- 
parable amount of Japanese sup- 
plies which the Russians left be- 
hind in Manchuria. The war went 
on. But dispatches from China 
made it clear that the Communists 
were getting increasing help from 
a sort of unseen fifth column — 
the inflation, corruption, 
hunger 


and apathy that flourished in Na- 
tionalist territory. 


American aid could do some- 


thing about hunger. It could try 
to do something about 
inflation. 


But the corruption and apathy had 
to be dealt with by the Kupmintang 
if they were to be dealt with at all. 
But things went on the same for 
some time. 
Then suddenly they 


started going from bad to worse. 


Now there is talk once more of a 


coalition government. Such talk is 
worse than pointless. One has only 
to remember 
Czechoslovakia 
to 
know what that would mean. 


Probably the best hope for Na- 
tionalist China today is to try to 
get the Communists to accept the 
territory they now hold and per- 
mit the Nationalists to govern what 
is left. 


In such an event, 
the 
United 


States would probably have to step 
up aid to Nationalist China to the 
limit of its purse. 
The question 


would not be whether Chiang or 
his successor would use that aid 
wisely and effectively. The question 
would be whether it might not be 
cheaper to aid even an improvi- 
dent 
and 
inefficient 
China now 
than to fortify the Philippines and 
Hawaii and possibly Australia later 
against the threat of another Pearl 
Harbor attack from a Communist 
Asia. 


He proposed a new, $260,000,000 
:alth insurance program, built on 
)cial security lines. Top 
officials 


said this would mean a new tax 
of 1-4 of 1 per cent each on com- 
panies and workers. It will'be de- 
tailed in a special message to con- 
gress within five or six days. 


The total impact on the economy, 


officials said, would be deflation- 
ary, since it immediately 'would 
cut into consumer buying 
power 


and into business profits. Mr. Tru- 
man said: 


"This will help to reduce 
in- 


flationary pressures 
and build a 


cushion of consumers' 
purchasing 


power against possible future re- 
cession."

President Truman sends to Cap- 
itol Hill today a budget which leg- 
islative lieutenants said 
after

White House conference last week 
will total about $41,900,000,000 for 
the year beginning July 1. This 
would be the largest ever in peace- 
time. 


One of those who saw the bud- 
get figures then said that this out- 
lay adds up to about $900,000,000 
more than the president's experts 
figure will be taken in from taxes 
during the same period. 


_ While he said he had no informa- 
tion on the budget totals, Senator 
George (D-Ga) told a reporter that 
he thinks it may be some time be- 
fore congress can tell intelligently 
how much it is going to have to 
boost taxes. 


President Truman asked for

84.000,000,000 
increase 
mostly 


from corporations. 


''I don't see how we can tell how 


much more taxes we are going to 
have to have until we know more 
about what congress is going to 
vote in

The supreme court issued

brief orders announcing its refusal 
to interfere in the cases at

stage. It gave no reason. 


The 12 — all members of the na- 


tional board of the Communist par- 
ty in the United Stttes — were in- 
dicted on charges of conspiracy to 
advocate 
the 
overthrow of ' the

jaud violence.

And he warned that the price of 


bulwarking freedom in the world 
is going higher still. 


The spending program. Mr. Tru- 


man charted for the 12 months be- 
ginning next July 1 is $1,678,000,- 
000 higher than this year's— also 
a peacetime record. 


Still to come is the cost of re- 


arming western Europe — a step 
the president said he will propose 
before the year is out, to boost the 
total still further. 


Even in the absence of that out- 


lay, the chief executive declared, 
the nation faces an $873,000,000 1950 
deficit piled atop a $60,000,000 red 
ink entry for 1949—unless taxes are 
raised. 


Soberly Mr. 
Truman 
declared 


that future budgets will have to' be 
bigger 
yet 
to 
meet 
America's 


mounting 
responsibilities 
in 
the 
world and to pay the bill for 
a 


greatly expanded 
military 
estab- 
lishment at home. 


Thus the president renewed with 


jmphasis his plea 
that 
congress 


jump taxes $4,000,000,000 a year— 
not counting higher levies for in- 
creased social security benefits and 
a new health insurance program 
ne wants to start the 
New 
Deal 
ball rolling again. 


These important disclosures were 
made on highest authority follow- 
ing issuance of the budget 
mes- 
sage: 


1. The president figures on July 
1 being the effective date for the 
wants on corporations, estates and 
$4,00p,000,000-a-year 
tax 
hike. 
< he 


wants on corporations",' estates' and 
"middle and upper" bracket 
in- 


come. He thinks it may yield only 
$2,000,000,000 in fiscal 1950, how- 
ever, because of a time lag in col- 
lections. 


2. The president expects to fi- 
nance his proposed national health 
insurance program with a 1-2 of 
one per cent total tax on payrolls, 
beginning next July 1. Employes 
and employers each would pay 1-4 
of one per cent. 


3. An estimate that individual in- 


come tax collections in 195 will 
yield $19,135/000,000 
reckons that 


individual incomes will remain 
at 


the recent record-high annual rate 
of $215,00,000,00 and 
the federal 
income tax alone will 
drain 
off 
nearly one-tenth of that. 


During the year which ended six 


months ago, the government 
ran 


up an unprecedented 
surplus of 


$8,419,00,000. Then the Republican- 
controlled 80th congress 
rammed 


through its multi-billion dollar tax 
cutting bill 
over 
Mr. 
Truman's 
veto. 


Now. 
with a four year term in 


the White House ahead for 
him- 


self and with a Democratic con- 
gress re-installed on Capitol Hill, 
Mr. Truman bespoke confidence— 
if not of victory in his fight 
for 


higher taxes, at least of a prompt- 
ly enacted, "integrated, 
compre- 


hensive system 
of social insur- 
ance." 


As a starter, the president sug- 
gested advancing to next July 1 — 
a six months speed up—the sched- 
uled rise in social security payroll 
levies from 1 to 1 1-2 per cent on 
employes and 
employers 
alike. 


Also. He proposed making the tax 
apply to earnings above $3,000 a 
year, the present top, without say- 
ing what the new limit should be. 


Less pronounced perhaps 
than 


his optimism over his social pro- 
gram, was a new note of hope that 
things are somewhat better in the 
world than they were just a year 
ago. 


He spoke at that 
time of the 
"unprecedented challenge" of total- 
itarianism abroad, of "our efforts 
to prevent a future war" and of 
the tragic consequences "if Europe 
should succumb."

derground in Germany since the 
overthrow of national 
socialism, 


are again beginning to lift their 
heads." 


Two such groups held meetings 


recently in the U. S. zone. Clay 
said "althoifgh these groups are 
as yet small, democratic German 
leaders recall with uneasiness that, 
until 1929, national socialism itself 
was a negligible movement." 


The report named the groups as 


Otto Strasser's "infamous 
black 


front" and the 
national 
Demo- 


cratic party (VNDP).

San Francisco, Jan. 10 (/P).— The 


outgoing president of the Ameri- 
can Football Coaches association 
lashed out at the National Colle- 
giate Athletic association's year- 
old "sanity code" today. He said 
coaches "are fearful we have an- 
other 
prohibition 
act 
on 
our 
hands." 


Harvey Harman of Rutgers in a 


statement at the end of the asso- 
ciation convention here, said his 
profession had no quarrel with the 
laws of the code. 


"We recognize it as an effort 


to keep football amateur and we 
must be sympathetic with the mo- 
tive," he declared. "We are wait- 
ing to see how honest, fair and 
free of hypocrisy the administra- 
tion of this code will be. 


"College football 
coaches 
de- 
spise hypocrisy." 


Tho veteran Rutgers mentor as- 


serted that "one college president 
(not 
my president) recently said, 


this sanity code will make liar~ 
of (_us all.' " 
"Now believe me when I say 


that we are fearful we have an- 
other prohibition act on our hands 
because in our hearts—and let's be 
honest—most o£ us do not regard 
it wrong for the regular scholar- 
ship committee to give a boy with 
leadership qualities^ and with' need, 
help toward his board and room." 


He also questioned the predomi- 


nant role played by faculty athlet- 
ic, representatives in football ad- 
ministration. He called for more 
authority for coaches.
